ways are now proceeling rapidly under the 
superintendonoe of Mr. Galwey, tite.chief resident 
eagineer, It will. bo remembered that the . 
agreoment between the Biameze Government of 
the one part,"and Loetut. General Sir Andrew 
Clarke,-R.E,,and Messrs, Punchard an‘ othors, ~ 
tho Contractors for tie Surveys, of tho other . 
part was signed at Bangkok on 16th March last, 
ani that in June following the first detachmont 
of the ‘onginoers arrived to begin tho 
work. Owing, howevor, to the conntry through 
which the lines are to ran being in a great 
meastro- under wator, little conld be done excapt 
asking préliminary traverse surveys wu. 

oui of November, “Lhe chiof! part of the work 
has therefore boendone within the last two months 
and tho ongincers deserve groat oredit for the 
onorgetio manner in which the surveys havo hoon 
pushed on during that timo. As tho first 
annual inspection of tha works ‘hus just been 
finished by.
